Left Over of $100,000,000 is 
Also Absorbed 


Effect of Activity Benefits 
Bonds and Stocks

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—<All rec- 
ordg for new financing were broken 
last week when the total of bond 
offerings mounted to $263,000,000. 
This eclipsed the previous weekly 
record of $235,393,000 established 
in the week ended January 12, 
1923, and represented an increaso 
over the preceding week of ap- 
prox!mately $238,000,000. 

Timed to meet the usual Jan- 
vary reinvestment demand the new 
isstles were promptly absorbed, 
subscriptions in some cases ex- 
ceeding two or three times the 
amount of the offering. Public 
utility financing bulked largest, the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company heading the list of offer- 
ings with a $125,000,000 issue of 
5 per cent debentures. The low 
interest charge gave the corpora- 
tion a better credit rating than 
most foreign governments, which 
recently have borrowed here, and 
the offering was several timer 
oversubscribed. A $30,000,000 note 
fasue was sold for the Edison Elec-

BUYING RENEWED

After maintaining a con- 
servative 6 per cent dividend for 
fourteen years directors of the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rall 
way Company, one of the few bil- 
lion-dollar railroads, placed its 
stock on a 7 per cent annual 
thereby adding about $2,300,000 to 
the yearly distribution to stock- 
holders. At the same time a 1925 
budget of $60,000,000 was an- 
nounced. 


COPPER IMPROVES 


Satisfactory 1924 earnings, re- 
sulting from improvement in the

Whatever the cumulative“reasons 
that decided Charles Evans Hughes to re 
linquish the Cabinet post he bas filled for 
four years with consummate success and 
world-wide recognized ability, there is no 
hint of any disagreement between the Sec- 
retary of State and any members of the 
Cabinet. 

His letter to the President announcing his 


The four years through which Mr. Hughes 
guided the foreign affairs of the nation were 
four of the most difficult ones, interna- 
tionally considered, through which the 
United States has ever passed. That Europe 
has advanced at all in that period toward 
the solution of its post-war problems is to 
a large degree attributable to the foreign 
policies of America, applied with tact and 
determination by this great international 
lawyer. 

On many occasions when relations with 
foreign countries approached an impasse 
{to mention one the deadlock at one time 
threatened by our dispute with Great Brit- 
alm over off concessions in the Near East.) 
Mr. Hughes was able to assert America’s 
rights without impairing friendly relations 
with the opposing nation. Indeed, the lead- 
ing characteristic of Mr. Hughes's steward- 
ship was his uncompromising attitude 
whenever the rights of America were ques- 
tioned or American interests were unfairly 
assailed. 

In the many adjustments of the last four 
years, while all nations were scrambling for 
whatever of reconstraction value was left 
after the war, the opportunities for friction 
and misunderstanding were innumerable. 
In not a few of these disputes our own coun- 
try was involved. Yet Secretary Hughes 
carried the nation through these endless 
ibickerings and heartbreaks—that were ul 
ways eligning the European powers in fresh 
strange groupe—with dignity to his own 
péople and with the maintenance of 
friendly feelings toward America by the 
many conflicting elements.
